struction of property, Mr. Danielson 
says the situation beggared descrip¬ 
tion A thousand ranch homes, ten 
big bridges, Were washed away and 
about 20 miles of valuable orchard 
lands were buried under several feet 
of mud and silt. Caught in the 
swirling flood, houses that lay in its 
path were crushed like egg shells or 
tossed like corks on the crest of the 
-wall of water and residents were car- 
lied to their doom. The Los Angeles 
municipal power house was complete¬ 
ly destroyed, in fact the whole valley 
was turned into a cemetery. The 
damage was estimated at from $15,- 
OOO.ooo to $.30,000,000. Officials aie 
at a loss to determine what caused 
the collapse of the dam, hut the con¬ 
census of opinion is that the blame 
lies with faulty workmanship and 
material on the part of contractors. 
Meanwhile investigation is being- 
made to place the blame.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


A London Times' correspondent 
says that the finest day’s journey in 
all the empire is the ride from High 
River westward and up into the Can¬ 
adian Rockies. 


Application has been made for 
daily mail to Turner Valley and as a 
preliminary step the Department has 
given instructions that for the next 
two weeks all pieces of mail going to 
and from Turner Valley and the pos¬ 
tage thereon shall be counted. So 
the Postmaster and his staff won’t 
have much spare time here during 
that period.—Okotoks Review. 

Bad floods occurred last week at 
Carmangay when the outrush of wa¬ 
ters in the Little Bow river carried 
with it two storage dams, one be¬ 
longing to the C.P.R. and the other 
to the town of Carmangay, and a trf 
fic bridge was demolished. This cut 
of one of the main roads between 
Carmangay and Champion. The’ 
flood was the severest in the history 
of the district. 

Construction work on the C, P. R. 
Cutnife-Witford Lake Brancn ex¬ 
tension to complete the 64 miles of 
line commenced last year will reopen 
for the season at an early date, ac¬ 
cording to Lt Col. J. G. Reid, super¬ 
intendent of construction, who has 
been in Edmonton recently. Lt. Col. 
Reid’s present headquarters are at 
Clandonald from where he will sup¬ 
ervise the laying of steel westward 
in the direction of Whitford Lake. 

I). H. Galbraith, M.L.A., of Vulcan 
has been appointed a member of the 
Ganadian Advisory Seed Board as a 
representative of the seed growers of 
the prairie provinces, it is announc¬ 
ed by Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Do¬ 
minion Minister of Agriculture. Mr. 
Galbraith was president of the Al¬ 
berta Seed Growers’ Association in 
1927 and has also been a member of 
the committee in charge of the Bet¬ 
ter Seed Campaign throughout the 
province during the past few weeks. 

Development of the deposits of 
blue and white talc which are found 
inthe vicinity of Banff is planned 
during the coming season, announces 
H. B. Lumsden. assistant director of 
the development branch of the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway. Mr. Lumsden 
states that a road twenty miles in 
length will be built between Massive 
Siding and the deposits to make 
them readily accessible. The blue 
variety of talc which is very rare 
and valuable is trsed in electric insu¬ 
lators and gas burners hile the white 
sort is extensively lised in the prepar 
ation of cosmetics.. 

An interesting damage suit tried 
at Macleod last week was that of the 
father of Betty Robinson, seven year 
old child, against a P. Burns employ¬ 
ee. A car driven by the employee, 
terrified tire horse upon which the 
child was riding to school She was 
thrown, her foot caught in the stir¬ 
rup and she was dragged some dis¬ 
tance and her thigh badly fractured. 
Three operations were necessary to 
restore the child to health. Although 
it was an accident, with no evidence 
of negligence, the sum of $3,682 dam 
ages was awarded to the child. The 
am’ount claimed was $J 0 , 000 . 

The trial freight rate on coal of 
$6.75 a ton, will permit of Alberta 
coal being sold in Toronto at about 
$13 a ton. Lethbridge is highly 
elated over the official confirmation 
nf the freight rate from Ottawa. This 
will secure year round employment 
for 2000 workers in the Lethbridge- 
Taber areas. The Toronto Star in 
coommenting on the favorable atti¬ 
tude of the Ontario people to Alber¬ 
ta coal, insists however that the 
standard of quality of coal be kept 
up, and adds a further warning that 
the Pennsylvania coal areas will not 
see the large Ontario and Quebec 
market, slipping from their grasp,

Trials have been con 
ducted with several lots of cattle 
and pigs, a number of which will be 
on exhibition at that time Attention 
will be given to many feeding and 
management problems and it is ex¬ 
pected that this popular event will 
draw a large attendance of farmers 
and stockmen from various parts of 
the province.
